side of which stands a row of boys from 
eight to twelve years of age, dressed I 
like Spanish gentlemen of the middle 
ages, with white stockings and a large 
plume in the bat. 
At a signal from a 
priest the soft music of violins breaks i 
the profound » Hence of the church and 
the boys proceed to execute several 
pretty and graceful figures. Later they 
Join in a gentle and harmonious song, 
which In the obscurity of the vast ca­ 
thedral sounds like a choir of angels 
and finally they accompany dance and 
song with their castanets. 
Two centuries and over ago an arch 
bishop of Seville desired to put an cud 
to this ceremony, thinking It tiubo 
coming the church and the Muster in 
heaven. 
But the jieopie of Seville 
thought otherwise and 
were deter 
mined not to give it up without a strug­ 
gle. 
The ease was finally np|tcaled to

Senator Dubois of Jdnho recently re­ 
turned to Washington after a tour of 
many 
state«, 
particularly 
western 
states, and says that the farm prod­ 
u c ts which bring such high prices 
when sold to foreigners, have not bene­ 
fited the producers because the farm­ 
ers were obliged to sell their produce 
ns soon i»» It was harvested or rend}' 
for the market. 
They could not hold their wheat l>e- 
cnuse they did not have the granaries; 
they had to sell their hogs and other 
meat products because such products 
must 1m* sold when ready, and so on 
through the entire list, lie asserts thnt 
these products have been controlled 
by syndicates and trusts which have 
reaped the rich harvests on account of 
the European war. 
Talk of an Em bargo. 
One reason why there Is talk of an 
embargo on all goods going to belliger­ 
ent countries Is because it would not 
Injure (he producers to any great ex­ 
tent. The goods, save actual war ma­ 
terials, are said to be out of the hands 
of the original producers and in the 
hands of syndicates and middlemen. 
An embargo 1« wanted by the con­ 
sumers in this country because they 
believe thnt by keeping products in 
this country there would be a reduc­ 
tion «if the present high prices. There 
Is no doubt that the president has au­ 
thority to proclaim an embargo. 


“A Good Loaor.” 
"Tnft is a good loser," asserts the 
admirer of the «'«-president. Ju st what 
these men expected T aft to do after 
Ids «b'feat is a problem. 
Did they ex­

Financial Harvest. 


FARMERS FORGED TO SELL 


Men Who Have Made 8tudy of Condi­ 
tions Suggest Remedies—This S itu a­ 
tion Is One of the Biggest Argum ents 
In Favor of Embargo on Foodstuffs. 
Prohibition is 8ure In Capital. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 
Washington, March 1*5.—[Special.]—• 
That tho real producers orc not get­ 
ting the benefit of the high prices w hich 
foregoers puy for American products 
is the theory of men who have been 
making a study of conditions. Former 
Senator Dubois of Idaho recently re- 
turned to Washington after a tour of 
many 
states, 
particularly 
western 
states, anil says that tile farm prod­ 
ucts. which bring such high prices 
when sold to foreigners, have not bene­ 
fited the producers because the farm­ 
ers were obliged to scil their produce 
as soon as It was harvested or ready 
for the market. 
They could not hold their wheat be 
cause they did not have the granaries; 
they had to sell their bogs and other 
meat products because such products 
must be sold when ready, and so on 
through the entire list. Ile asserts that 
these products have been controlled 
by syndicates anil trusts which have 
real>eri the rich harvests on account of 
the European war. 
Talk of an Embargo. 
One reason why there is talk of an 
embargo on all goods going to belliger­ 
ent countries Is because It would not 
injure the producers to any nreat ex- 
teut. The goods, save actual war ma­ 
terials. are sold to be out of the hands 
of the original producers and in the 
hands of syndicates and middlemen. 
An embargo is wanted by the con­ 
sumers in this country because they 
believe that by keeping products iu 
this country there would be a reduc­ 
tion of the present high prices. There 
Is no doubt that the president bas au­ 
thority to proclaim au embargo. 
"A Good Loser/' 
“Taft is a good loser,” asserts the 
admirer of the ex-president. Just what 
these men expected Tuft to do after 
bis defeat is a problem. 
Did they ex­ 
pect biiu to tear his hair, storm at ev­ 
erybody, denounce men right and left 
aud cut up generally? As a matter of 
fact Taft has made it plain that he 
felt sore, particularly at those who 
bad any part In bringing about bls 
defeat. 
Benjamin Harrison was equally as 
good a loser, and so was (’levelsnil. 
Meu who have been president aud fail 
of re electiou for a second term cannot 
complain. 
If they are not re-elected 
it is generally because a majority of 
the people do not want them. 


Prohibition Coming. 
Most nil reservations and posts, in­ 
cluding army aud navy garrisons and 
ships, are now dry territory. 
Persons 
an* severely punished for taking liquor 
into national forest reservations, to In­ 
dian reservations and other places 
controlled by the govcrmueut. 
Next 
session of congress there will lie a 
prohibition law for tho District of Co- 
I ii labia. The tract of land covered by 
the capital and set apart for the na­ 
tional government is tho only territory 
wholly controlled by tho government 
which is not dry. 
Before the next 
congress adjourns th© capital will be 
dry. 
Bartlett rn Bourbon. 
Kind words for til© departing was 
th© order of th© day in the bouse on 
the dosing days of the session. Some­ 
thing of that sort from Jim Mann 
alinit Bartlett of Georgia caused the 
tatter to declare that, although be was 
a Bourbon Democrat of the most pro­ 
nounces! kind, ho found the Republic­ 
ans of the house good men. 
It was 
expected that Bartlett was to get the 
Judgeship which was created in Geor­ 
gia. 
lr is to bo doubted whether the 
place would have been provided if 
congreet* bail believed that he would 
not have been appointed. But Bartlett

I in the house. 
Bill Sulxer Back In th* Fold. 
Democrats have been welcoming Bill 
Sulxer l>aek into the fold. Sulxer came 
to Washington a few days ago and de­ 
livered a panegyric on Woodrow Wil­ 
son as the “safest and sanest man we 
had in the White House for years” 
and declaring that it was the duty of 
©ver>’ patriot to stand by him. 
The 
talk was taken to mean that Suiter is 
going to be with the administration in 
the next tight. 
Suiter was always an 
ardent admirer of Bryan. 
So there 
may be some significance to his posi­ 
tion. His declaration might have been 
mad© after talking with Bryan. 
Billy Mason and Taft. 
Billy Mason, who was for six years 
a senator from Illinois and previous to 
that time served si-veral terms in the 
house, told a Washington interviewer 
that William H. Taft was one of 
the greatest presidents of the United 
States.
